DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The drawing objections have been withdrawn in view of the proposed drawings 
filed with the amendment on 07/15/02. 

The specification objection has been withdrawn in view of the amendment filed 
07/15/02. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) do not apply to the examination of this application as the application 
being examined was not (1) filed on or after November 29, 2000, or (2) voluntarily 
published under 35 U.S.C. 122(b). Therefore, this application is examined under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Swartz et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,938,660). 

See figs. 2-7 Swartz et al. disclose a device having a catheter body, a first 
balloon and second balloon, a heating element (30), a suction lumen having a suction 
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port (28), Swartz et al. further disclose different sources of energy used for catheter 
ablation such as direct current and radiofrequency energy. 

Claims 1-5,9-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Ramsey, III (6,148,222). 

Ramsey, III discloses a device having a catheter body, a first and second 
balloon located at the distal end of the catheter, a first and second heating element (20) 
and wires ( 19). See figures 1- 7 . Specifically , fig. 5 shows a plurality of balloons, 
plurality of suction lumens and plurality of heating element and wires. 
See fig. 6 and 7 at heating elements ( 20 a and 20b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 4-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as anticipated by Swartz et al. 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,983,660) or, in the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious 
over Swartz et al. in view of Laufer et al. ( U.S. Patent No. 6,283,989). 

Swartz et al. discloses the invention as substantially claimed. See above. It is 
inherent that the electrode is connected through wires to the RF energy source. If 
applicant is not convinced that there is/are wires connected to the supply source to 
power the heating elements then it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify the electrode as taught by Laufer et 
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al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,283,989). Laufer teaches electrodes for delivering heat from RF 
energy supply. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 07/15/02 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. With respect to the arguments on page 5-6 of the amendment, the 
Examiner is not convinced by applicant's arguments. Examiner's position is that the 
structure as claimed is present. With respect to the intended use of the device, the prior 
art is capable of performing the function. Applicant has claimed a suction lumen 
communicating with the distal end of the catheter body. The Examiner has a lumen 
which communicates to the distal end of the catheter body. The intended is of the 
imposes no limitation to the claim in the absence of distinguishing features. The 
Examiner has considered the limitation and has not ignored the limitation. It has been 
treated as intended use. Further it would be capable of performing the function were a 
suction was applied through the lumen.
